The editor of the Richmond News ‘argues at 
great length in an effort to prove that it is possible to 
lift the burden of taxation from the shoulders of. the pro- 
ducers, the latter being designated and aywabalicntly : de- 
scribed as the man with the hoe. 
Plato, thou reasonest well, but you~ can’t. get away 


trom the primal fact of political and social economy. No 


matter from whom the government collects the taxes it is 
the producer who finally pays: It is possible to free him 
from exactions of various kinds, but he is at the bottom 
of the heap and, like Atlas, supports all else on hix shoul 
ders.” He feeds and clothes the mass, and it is the fruits 
of his toil from which all toll is taken, Alter the laws 
-of distribution as you may,*and,the burden will continue 
to rest where it has rested from the beginning. 

Our Richmond friefa argues eloquently, but not pro- 


' foundly. He sympathizes deeply with the man who sows 


.and reaps, but his sympathies should not blind him to 
the verities. He talks about making somebody else pay 
the freight. There would be no freight but for the pro- 
ducer. The consumer would get no freight nor anything 
to pay for the transportation of freight, if it were not for 
the producer. Production is the base of the whole social 
fabric. The man with the hoe is thé mainspring of the 
whole scheme of human organization. Everything goes

would be starving in a Week. 

By the logic of inescapable condition, he is compelled 
to shoulder every burden—-governments, armies, navies, 
pensioners, placemen, idlers, criminals, politicians and even 
editors. Our Richmond friend is a tax on creative indus- 
try, although he holds a mortey and useful place in the 
scheme of things.

sal : Sure we see the point, and realize that it is 
well and ably taken. But granting that the pro- 
ducer, generally known as the farmer, although 
he is assisted considerably by the miner, must 
bear the brunt of all the burdens, is it not per- 


missable to contend that those burdens can and 
-should be lightened, and that a high income tax 
may be one of the methods properly used in the 
lightening process? 

The farmer feeds us all, to be sure, and in 
doing so feeds a lot of us considerably better than 
he does himself. The producer is entitled to a 
just and equitable share of what he pfoduces, and 
that is what we are trying as best we can in our 
humble way to get for him, while admitting that 
he must pull the load up hill, and also contending 
that brains and capital are likewise entitled to a 
just remuneration, although not strictly speaking 
producers. 

If a big graduated income tax will take away 
some of the unneeded, unearned and illegally ob- 
tained wealth and give it back to the producer and ) 
toiler who brought it forth from the earth's hol- 
low womb, they can at least enjoy the fruits of the 
sweat of their face to a greater degree while still 
doing the Atlas stunt with the world upon their 
shoulders. 

~We parasites have to be fed, for, as Hiram 
Johnson once said, ‘‘a man must eat, 7” but that is 
no reason that the farmer should feed us on petit 
foi gras, truffles, broiled lobster, cafe noir and 
champagne, while subsisting on corn bread and 
sow belly himself. Because in the scheme of 
ethics, commerce and civilization it is necessary 
to take away from the producer a part'of what he 
produces seems not to be a good reason for taking 
nearly all away, or even the lion’s share. Because, 
in the interest of science or anything else, it may 
become necessary occasionally to break a man’s 
leg, does not seem to be sound reasoning for also 
breaking his back and his neck.

whole lot of effort that needs curbing mighty bad, 
and this kind of effort is in that class. 

Run the income tax up higher and higher as 
the income climbs, until when it reaches fabulous 
sums, as many incomed now do, take away by law 
for the benefit of all 60:per cent of it, 80 per cent 
of it, and. then 100 per cent of it, graduating it
